Big business on both sides of the international bound- 
ary is fighting to stop the progress of international union- 
ism, knowing full well that labor is at a disadvantage 
when split into little isolated groups, with each man obliged 
to make bargain with the employer, holding power of dis-" 
missal in his hand 


For the perfect example of jug-handled bargaining by 
means of the company union, one need look only to Quebec 
holding back the progress of labor by refusal to pass a 
reasonable minimum wage law, and enacting an iniquitous 
padlock law to punish any landlord who dares rent room 
for men to meet to agitate their grievances 


The ability of the employer to pay fair wages out of 
high profits is not an element in negotiations between 
wealthy corporations and servile company unions. Quebec 
is the headquarters of the textile industry of Canada— 
the most highly protected industry in the Dominion. So 
enormous have been profits of the Canadian textile 
industry that companies have paid as high as 112 per cent 
dividend. In some cases the profits have been so stupendous 
that companies have been obliged to conceal them from 
their own shareholders, by passing millions of dollars to 
secret reserve accounts. Yet Quebec under high protection 
and “company union” dealings is notorious as the sweat- 
shop of Canada, exploiting the flesh and blood of its 
starveling workers. There is no hope for these victims of 
greed outside of the power of international unionism.

Enlightened employers prefer the even standards set 
by the international unions, to the haphazard bargaining 
of individual employers h their company or local 
unions. Without such an even standard the manufacturer 
is likely to find himself driven out of his own market by 
less scrupulous rivals who prove better bargainers.

Take an illustration within the scope of newspaper pub- 
lishing in the three prairie provinces. The minimum wage 
paid by agreement with the Typographical Union by the 
two Edmonton papers to their printshop workers is 90 
cents an hour. 


Yet so near as Calgary, the scale is only 85 cents an 
hour for The Herald and ten cents an hour less for the 
Social Credit organ. Can anything be more absurd than a 
wage scale that differentiates between competitors in the 
Same province and in the same city. 


In Regina the scale is 78 cents an hour and in Winni- 
peg 87 cents an hour. With Saskatoon occupying a mid- 
way position between Regina and Winnipeg one might ex- 
pect that if differences are to be observed, that the scale 
in Saskatoon would be something between 78 and &7 cents 
per hour. Yet Saskatoon has a wage scale for its news- 
Paper of between 50 cents and 70 cents an hour 


Why should an employer, willing to pay the highest 
rate of wages, have to meet unfair competition from rivals 
in adjacent provinces or near-by towns? Multiply this 
illustration from the daily newspaper printing trade by 
every other trade in the three western provinces where 
Wages are not arranged by an international union body, 
placing al] competing employers in the same industry on 
the same wage level, and chaos is invited. 


Gresham’s law that “bad money drives out good” 
holds true in the labor market. The employer who pays 
bad wages is put in a position to drive out his rival who 
pays good wages. 


The appeal for international unionism and wage levels 
is made to employer as well as to worker The argument 
is that internationa! unionism protects the good employer, 
equally with the worker, from the unfair competition of 


the wage-chiseller. 


In Alberta our minimum wage law is too low for fair 
living standards. Due to lack of adequate enforcement per- 
sonnel, even this low standard is not being rigorously en- 
forced. The way to raise the comfort-level of society is 
not to lift a piece here and a piece there, but to raise the 


entire structure.

Dominion Exports Onl y 
$88 For May—$65,547 
In 1936 


OTTAWA, June 24—Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics figures show 
Canadian exports to Spain for 
May were valued at only $88 
compared with $65,547 for May, 
1936. For the two months of 
April and May the total was only 
$3,638 compared with $128,238. 
Some Canadian goods may 
reaching the war-torn country

A TALE OF TWO CITIES 

Virtue has to be its own reward when a city 
meets its debt claims as they fall due. There are 
no prizes for keeping those “sacred” bond con- 
tracts. The favors go the other way 

Edmonton has paid every cent it ever owed 
to a bond-holder; and in its hour of trouble it 
was “conceded” a debt extension plan which 
makes it cheaper to go on paying six and seven 
per cent interest than refund the bonds. The 
amalgamated Border Cities defaulted—and are 
rewarded by a slash that cuts their bond rates 
down to from 4 to 1% per cent, and provides 
they will never have to pay more than 44% per 
cent, however prosperous the community may 
become 

Edmonton's misfortune is that it has always 
paid—therefore is assumed to be able to pay and 
willing to go on paying. The good fortune of the 
unified Border Cities is that they stopped paying 
—therefore are assumed to be unable to pay or 
not intending to pay in future 

Assuming Edmonton can pay and will pay, 
its bond-holders demand that it shall pay in full 
Assuming that the Border Cities cannot pay or 
will not pay—the bond-holders tell them they 
need pay only half the interest rates 

In Windsor, as the united Border Cities are 
now called, the tax rate has been set at 40 mills, 
the bond-holders agreeing that is as high a rate 
as the taxpayers can bear, or will bear. The 
rate imposed upon Edmonton taxpayers, by con- 
sent of the majority aldermen, is 55 mills, as a 
minimum. The difference is fifteen mills on the 
dollar. Edmonton, having paid its bond claims, 
is “rewarded” with a tax rate 37‘ per cent 
higher than the rate in Windsor, which didn’t 
pay 

Whether the Border Cities could pay or just 
wouldn't pay, amounts to the same thing; they 
elected to default and put it up to the provincial 
authority to get them a square deal on the in- 
terest question Edmonton kept pretending 
that it could pay, and ran up deficits until it 
could run up no more; and now has to start in to 
pay off both the deficits and the debts in full, 
interest in full included.

GERMAN REPRISALS 

American actors who took part in the Holly- 
wood filming of “The Road Back,” by Erich Maria 
Remarque, have received notices from the Ger- 
man Consul in Los Angeles that any film on any 
subject in which they appear hereafter may be 
bann: | from Germany 

That is reprisal for you, and with a vengeance. 

As the author of ‘All Quiet on the Western 
Front,” of course, Remarque already was in the 
bad graces of the Nazis. He is an exile. His 
enemies, in effect, have reached across the ocean 
and used Hollywood actors in order to hit him 
in Switzerland—which is no mean stretch, 

And the Nazis also have been able to hit the 
actors themselves. The film producers collect 
quite a bit of velvet from their foreign rentals, 
The Consul’s warning means that not only may 
Remarque stories appear less desirable and bring 
a smaller price hereafter, but the actors thus 
blacklisted will be socked in their earning power, 
Producers will think twice before hiring them, 

This is an official act, quite distinct from the 
private boycott on German products now carried 
on by individual Americans.—New York World- 
Telegram. 


PRICE FIXING 

All over the world governments now indulge 
light-heartedly in price-fixing. The form these 
measures take are countless. The effect of them 
all is the same. The consumer gets soaked. A 
striking example of this fact is seen in a recent 
advertisement of Macy's in the New York papers. 
On March 9, 1937, the Feld-Crawford law was 
passed in New York State. It allows any manu- 
facturer or wholesaler to fix the retail price 
the consumer must legally pay for his goods. 

Since that date, the price of 1,497 articles has 
been fixed. In every case the result shows in- 
creased costs to Mr, and Mrs. Consumer. In cos- 
metics, 912 branded items have risen, due to 
price-fixing, 8.1 per cent; 367 branded drug 
preparations have been price-fixed 16.6 per cent. 
In other lines the same story comes: wines and 
liquors, up 14.6 per cent; books, 24.4 per cent. 

Have any of these goods been price-fixed 
down? Not one. Every one has been boosted. 
And what is the result? People naturally buy 
less—-and so far as Macy's are concerned, they 
advise their customers to look for “the non- 
price-fixed article” of sound quality. They advise 
their customers to ask carefully “Is his price 
fixed by the manufacturer or wholesaler?” If 
it is, they suggest the consumers will get better 
value by looking elsewhere. 

This is sound merchandising. It is sound 
economics. It is sound sense. Here in Canada no 
such law exists, but price-fixing, in one form or 
another, keeps creeping in. Canadian consum- 
ers should be on guard against it. It will run 
household costs up.—Winnipeg Free Press.

Highway driving, by day or by night, will 
never be safe until we have double track hard 
surface speed highways on this continent, like 
the strategic highways Hitler has had built across 
Germany. We could have them too if our young 
manhood was enrolled in labor service, and al! 
the present unemployed placed under skilled 
engineering direction, as is done in Germany. 

One present cause of disaster in night drivir 
has been brought to notice by experiment: 
tests before the recent Convention of the Am- 
erican Medical Association at Atlantic City. It 
was shown that about ten per cent of motorists 
suffer from a form of “night blindness”, though 
they may have perfect eyesight in the daylight. 

Seeing in darkness is performed by a differ- 
ent set of nerves—known as cones—than is see- 
ing in daylight. Every person is familar with 
the temporary blindness caused by walking from 
a brilliantly lit foyer into the darkness of a 
moving picture theatre. Before one can see in 
dim light, a dark purple fluid known as visual 
purple, must flow from the nerve endings in the 
eye. The nerve endings, or “rods” of some people 
will not secrete this visual purple, causing them 
to suffer from night blindness. 

Because night blindness was 
Russia during the war, and has afflicted people 
who live on diets deficent in Vitamin A, it was 
until recently regarded as a deficiency disease. 
Optical tests over a wide range of people, re- 


common in 


veals that it is not confined to those with de- 
ficient diets. Of the ten per cent of motorists 
found to be afflicted with night blindness, all 


of them were men and women with ample diet- 


ary. An optical test shown before the recent 
Convention of the American Medical Associa- 
tion will enable doctors to measure the flow 


of visuel purple in the eye of a patient. Motor- 
ists found to be suffering from night blindness 
will be warned of the dangers to which they ex- 
pose themselves and others by night driving 

The most dangerous place in a car, say the 
doctors, is she front seat next to the driver 
especially if three are riding in front. Verb. sap.

for blind opens in Toronto, and will

ada was discussed at some length 
at the last session of the Ottawa 
house, but that was only in regard 
to those over the age of 40 who | 
would be eligible for the new pen- 
sion °» the amendment to the Old. | 
age Act.

the blind family are not so fortun- 
ate in regard to financ'al assistance, | 
and it is in regard to their needs

In the province of Alberta there 
are a number of young blind people 
some of them are now being cared | 
for through the medium of conces- 
sion stends in public and other 
bui dings through the co-operation 
of the local branch of the C.N.1.B 
But this does not cover the others 
who are not so fortunate as to be 
able to get into one of these con- 
cession stands, and who receive no 
assistance from the funds donated 
by our various governments for the 
assistance of the blind. The prov-| 
ince of Alberia grants the sum of 
$7,500.00 annually to the Alberta 
branch of the C.N.1.B., and this sum 
is considerably augmented by 
municipa] grants and chariteble| 
drives, tag days, etc. } 

The Dominion government mekes 
a substantial grant to the C.N.1B., 
but these funds are used exclusive- 
ly by the main office, and the pro- 
vincial branches receive none of it 


The accounts for the western divis- 
jon of the C.N.1LB. for the fiscal 
year of 1985-6 showed where Al-| 
berta’s northern division hed con-| 


tributed some $2,000.00 to the office 
in Vancouver, while a “surplus’ 
amounting to some $600.00 had been 
remitted to Teronto. 

Another matter on which econ-| 
sidereble of the money raised for 
the benefit of the blind is spent is 
that of prevention work. It seems 
rather ludicrous that the money 
raised for assistance of the blind 
should have to be used for assist- 
ance to sighted people.

A Day in Canadian History 


When this is written the ar- 
rangement is that today shall see 
the first voyage of the new air 
ships across the Atlantic which are 


| to inaugurate the all red air circl- 
| ing of the Empire, thus supplement-

sea provided for fifty years by the 
C.P.R. Probably no more fitting 
day could have been selected for 


| this new epoch in Empire travel, 


because it was June 24, 1497, that 
John Cabot, and his ship and crew 
from Bristol, first landed on Amer- 
ican soil. The story is succinctly 
told on a tablet in the Province 
Building at Halifax (unveiled by 
of Aberdeen on June 24 
1897, 400 years after the discovery 
of Canada): 

This tablet is in honor of 

famous navigator 

JOHN CABOT 

who under authority of letters- 
patent of HENRY VII directing 
him “to conquer, occupy and pos- 
sess’ for ENGLAND all lands he 
might find “in whatsoever part 
of the world they be,” sailed on 
a BRISTOL ship THE MATHEW, 
and first planted the flags of 
ENGLAND and VENICE on the 
24th of June, 1497, on the north- 
eastern seaboard of NORTH 
AMERICA and by his discoveries 
in this and the following year 
gave to ENGLAND a claim upon 
the Continent which the coloniz- 
ing spirit of her sons made good 
in later times. 

Cabot’s first act on that John the 
Baptist day 400 years ago was to 
raise the flag of England. His sec- 
ond was to plant a Cross. That flag, 
a royal standard supplied by the 
king himself, was prophetic of the 


the 


future of Canada for among its 
quarterings, alongside those of 
England, were the fleur-de-lis of 


France, asserting the claim of the 
Kings of England to be also Kings 
of France, the fleur-de-lis which 
were to wave over Canada for 160 
years until replaced by the Union 
Jack of Britain. Thus the northern 
tip of Cape Breton became the first 
spot on the American continent to 
be touched by a European, for be 
it remembered Christopher Colum- 
bus never reached the mainland of 
America at all. Cabot and his com- 
pany stayed only a few days. Then, 
skirting the coast, they set 
sail for home, reaching Bristol on 
Sunday, August 6, to electrify the 
world with the tale of a continent 
north of the islands reported by 
Columbus. 

That continent was thought to be 
Asia, the goal of all explorers; it 
proved to be a land of greater 
worth, but in itself a pathway to 
Asia, and now to be the airway of 
an Empire whose people should 
ever honor the Bristol men, who 
under Cabot's guidance, first found 
America
